“CAN well remember when we 
first began to call a sore 
throat tonsillitis and to make a 
special study of the queer littie 
lumps at either side of the root 
of the tongue that held such 
capacity for- dreadful swelling 
when inflamed and swollen. Thus 
began our acquaintance with the 
tonsils. Properly, in the usual 
opinion, these organs are a col- 
lection of glandular tissues call- 
ed adenoid or lymph glands 
which are found on each side of 
the throat between the two sets 
of muscular pillars which support 
the palate or roof of the mouth 
and pharynx. In reality, the 
authorities will tell you that the 
tonsils form something like a 
broken circle entirely around the 
throat. 
* * * 
HE same sort of lymph tis- 
sues are to be found in the 
back or vault of the larynx and 
there are also the tonsils of the 
tongue at the base of that or- 
gan. No one whu has ever had 
a genuine attack of tonsillitis 
needs to be told how inclusive 
the area of suffering can be. The 
normal tonsil varies greatly in 
size and appearance in different 
people and at different ages. It 
should be fairly oval in its sym- 
metry but, in the course of time, 
especially if frequently inflamed, 
it is likely to develop various ir- 
regularities in form and texture. 
The surface of’ the tonsil con- 
tains a dozen, more or less, fol- 
ligles or crypts which are the 
openings of minute cavities. 
These crypts have a character- 
istic exudate of fat cr lymph 
which is quite harrnless if the 
throat is kept clean and free 
from infection. 
s 2 *. 
F REPEATEDLY or even c_- 
casionally inflamed and con- 
gested, these crypts are found to 
be clogged with secretions. These 
sec-etions become sometimes so 
hardened as to be the cause of 
serious disturbance. They even 
occasionally interfere with the 
process of removing the tonsils. 
In any case, these crypts afford 
a harbor for bacteria of various 
sorts. The function of the tonsil 
has long been disputed and in 
the minds of many, the pair of 
them are better out than in. 
$8 % * * 
OWEVER, nature evidently 
had a purpose in placing 
these sentinels at either side of 
the entrance to the throat. They 
have some use in molding the 
food as ‘it has been prepared for 
swallowing. e rather thicken- 
ed fluid they exude no doubt 
helps, tog, in making the process 
of swallowing easier. It seems 
apparent that in the young child 
the tonsils are a specific pro- 
tection against bacterial attack. 
Infection that might have enter- 
ea by way of the throat is way- 
aid and absorbed. When tonsils 
removed at too early an age, 
there. ig evidence of a backward 
trend in the development.

Tomato and lemon juice 
are excellent for removing the 
stains from vegetables and soil 
f:om your fingers. There are 
other things, but let's get down 
te the routine on this day tha 

you have set aside for beauty. 

You should begin by cleansing 
your skin thoroughly and since 
you want to accompilsh as much 
as possible in your limfted time, 
I suggest that you use oatmeal 
end castile soap packs soaked in 
water to which the juice of a 
lemon has been added for the 
cleansing. Mix one cup of oat- 
meal, one-half cup of castile 
suap Shavings and a scant fourth 
of a teaspoon of’sulphur. Lay out 
little seven inch squares of gauze 
on your table and put a table- 
spoon of the mixture in each 
square. Gather the corners to- 
gether and tie securely with 
string, allowing 10cm 
enough in the bags for the oat- 
meal to swell. 

Drop two or three of the bags 
into a small pan of warm water 
to which the juice of a lemon 
has been added and allow: them 
to soak for a few minutes. Use 
these little bags as you would a 
wash cloth to cleanse your face, 
neck and arins, working over anc 
over the skin until it is thor- 
oughly clean. Now pat a little of 
the liquid in which the bags were 
soaked over your skin and allow 
is to dry then rinse it away with 
your wash cloth dipped in clear, 
cold water — preferably rain 
water. 

If your skin is, normally !n- 
clined to be dry and scaly, then 
apply a film of all purpose cream 
and leave it on your skftY while 
you take your shampoo and 
bath. If your skin.1s {pclined to 
be oily then use a stimulating 
skin tonic or an astringent. 

Let’s take “an egg shampoo 
since you have plenty of fresh 
cegs and it is so good for your 
hair. Comb away any tangles, 
massage your scalp and shake 
cut all the loose dust and dand- 
ruff you can. Then wet the head 
and apply a part of three eggs 
heaten into a foamy mass. Scrub 
and swish your hair until it looks 
as though it was covered with 
soap suds, then rinse away and 
epply more of the egg. Repeat 
this sudsing and rinsing until 
all of-the egg is used, then rinse 
in three cleay waters. Your hair 
will be glistening and soft after 
this treatment and it can be 
shamposed every week without 
any bad effects. 

You know, I've discovered that 
farm women aétually let their 
hair go two or three’ months at 
a time without a shampoo and 
then they wonder why their hair 
falls out or why they have dand- 
ruff! They think that shampoo- 
ing the hair often makes it oily 
or makes it dry! If only they 
would try shampooing it oftener 
and see for themselves how it 
thrives and repays them with its 
beauty and luster!

Tasty Dishes for Today 


KEEPING FLAVOR 
IN VEGETABLES 


By JUDITH WILSON 

OW that the ‘markets + are 

teaming with every variety 
of crisp, zestful vegetabies, you 
should set out to imake these 
vegetables the most popular in 
your household by improving 
your methods of cookery. All too 
often the gocd qualities of vege- 
tabies are lost in tne cooking— 
er rather in the droning 
too much water is nimost as bad 


——<inere 


as too much cooking where 
flavor, texture and eppeavance 
are concerned. 

Perhaps you will atk, just how 


you are to knew when a frech 
veg2table is cooked exactly toe 
right length of time or exactly 
the right quantity of water to 
use. The answer is first, to cco 
only until tender, not until the 
vegetable 1s musny or soft, and 
second, to let the vegetable it- 
self determine just how much 
water is used. When ccoking 
Spinach, for instance, wash the 
tender young leaves thoroughly 
and shake off as much water us 
you can, then put into the pot, 
set over the direct heat and cook 
slowly until tender without add- 
ing a drop more water. That ad- 
hering to the leaves being move 
than sufficient for the cocking. 

The so-called strong vegetables 
require more water for cooking 
Cabbage, cauliflower, Brussels 
sprouts and onions belong in this 
grcup and should be cooked. un- 
covered, in plenty of boiling, 
salted water. Boil them just long 
enough to make thein tender, 
about ten minutes for new cab- 
hage or Brussels sprouts, ten to 
fifteen minutes for old cabhage 
and eight to fifteen minutes for 
cauliflower separated into flow- 
erets. Most of the cther vege- 
tables Ii!:e carrots, peas, spinach 
and so on should be cooked in 
as little water as possible. 


Seasoning Vegetables 


There are many ways in which 
these delightful gardcn things 
can be served besides the plain 
boiling or steaming and dressing 
with butter or ceram_ sauce. 
Sometimes the proper seasoning 
is all that is required to give a 
vegetable new appeal. You can 
make scuffies out of them. saups. 
fritters and loaves. And did you 
know that many vegetables be- 
sides potatoes can be French 
fried? You can dress your cab- 
bage or broccoli with a new kind 
of Mfauce, or use vegetables for 
stuffing peppers or tomatoes or 
you can dip bits of left-over 
vegetables in a light batter and 
fry them in deep fat until golden 
brown and crispy. 


Dressing Spinach 


Let’s take some of the com-' 


monest garden vegetables and 
see how we can dress them up. 
Shall we begin with spinach? 
Wash two pounds of the glisten- 
ing young bunches and set aside. 
In an iren or aluminum skillet 
brown three slices of bacon cut 
into small squares and one clove 
of finely chopped garlic. When 
lightly browned, add the spinach 
and put directly over low heat.

The Justice Who Was a 
tT 


Trust Buster”... Prince 
Aazgc, Legionnaire 


2 is like trying to make 
h thrive without water. As a 
1b cannot be done. Still 
e exists today in America 
faracus jurist. who when 2 
wyer ofien refused to accept 
i:.e3. This man is Louis D. 
Biranaeis, famous “trust busting” 
lawyer and the first man of his 
race io sit on the bench of the 
United States Supreme Court. 

When President Woodrow Wil- 
sen sent the name of Louis D. 
krandets to the United States 
Scnaie in 1916, for zonfirmation 
as Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court, he shocked and 
ajarmed the legislators, as well 
us many other distinguished 
Americans. 

Mr. Wilson had consulted no- 
hody in making the nomination, 
for he felt sure that “This friend 
of justice end of men will orna- 
ment the high court of which we 
ere justhy proud.” 

One must look into the back- 
ground and the career of Justice 
Prandcis to understand why 
there was such a divergence of 
opinion concerning his nomina- 
tion to the high and honorable 
post of United States Supreme 
Court Justice. He was born in 
Louisville, Kentucky, eight years 
after his parents, of Bohemian- 
Jewish stock, had migratéd to 
America from Bohemia. He was 
named aiter a maternal uncle, 
Louis Dembitz, who was one of 
those who voted to make Abra- 
ham Lincoln the Republican 
Party’s presidential candidate at 
the Chicago convention in 1860. 

Young Brandeis attended the 
Louisville public schools in ‘his 
youth and later the university 
there. Then for two years he. 
studied in Germany. During this 
European interlude his family’s 
fortune crashed in the panic of 
1673. He returned to America to 
find himself forced to work his 
way through the Harvard Uni- 
versity Law School. He was 
graduated with highest honors. 
He made his first bow as a cru- 
sading lawyer in an investigation 
into the maladministration of 
funds of Baston charitable insti- 
tutions. Young Brandeis foré¢ed 
the investigation in the face of 
alcermanic opposition, begdn a 
general house cleaning — and 
then turned the fee that the city 
paid him over to charity. 

Because he often represented 
the public in utility cases Bran- 
Geis aroused the enmity of 
wealthy and powerful men. 
He successfully sponsored a law 
enabling savings banks to handle. 
working men’s insurance policies, 
which resulted in a nation-wide 
20 per cent reduction in insur- 
ance rates. He made more ene- 
mies when he thwarted the at- 
{empt of the New York, New 
liavcn and Hartford Railroad to 
monopolize New England’s trans- 
portation system while the direc- ' 
tors profited heavily from the 
road. For this service he refused 
a $25,000 fee. 

Once on the bench, Justice 
Brandeis trausferred his high 
humanitarianism to that posi- 
tion, upholding the statement he 
once made: “What we must do 
is not to attack our judees but 
educate them.”

Bronzed by desert suns, after 
ten years of service in Morocco, 
Prince Aage, now 45-years old, 
Stands six feet tall and makes an 
admirable soldier. He renounced 
for himself and his descendents 
ell claims to the throne and to 
the title of Prince of Denmark 
and was given the title of Prince 
Aage, Count of Rosenbor h 
the qualification of Highfiess. 

Like all the women of the 
Legionnaires’, Princess Mathilde 
followed her soldier Prince into
